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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

The traversal is on the ground that there is no basis for the restriction requirement and that it 
would not be a serious burden on the Examiner. 

Applicant's traversal in unpersuasive. Applicant has not only disclose in their specification a 
plurality of mutually-exclusice species which are patentably distinct, the claims as originally filed were 
all directed to these different embodiments of the disclosed species. While a search of the prior art for on 
group may overlap with that of another group, the searches are not co-extensive and thus would be an 
undue burden on Office resources, even in the Groups were arbitrarily placed in the same class and 
subclass. The PTO classification is merely an administrative convenience and is not dispositive of 
relatedness of application. 

The restriction among the different methods is maintained. 
The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Priority 

This application discloses and claims only subject matter disclosed in prior AppHcation No. 
09/741544, filed 12/19/2000 and names an inventor or inventors named in the prior application. 
Accordingly, this application may constitute a continuation or division. Should applicant desire to obtain 
the benefit of the filing date of the prior application, attention is directed to 35 U.S.C. 120 and 37 
CFR 1.78. 

It is suggested that Applicant amend the first line of the Specification to reference the above listed 
Application as well as submit a newly signed Oath/Declaration and/or ADS claiming priority to the above 

listed Application. 
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Specification 

1. The claims objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant varies between using 
"support means" and "supporting means". Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed 
subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the following is required: 
there is no antecedent basis for "at least one" inner/outer shaft lumen. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every feature of 
the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the support means and the sealing means must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled fi^om the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compUance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed fi'om the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 71 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant has not 
described "sealing means" in a way as to reasonably convey its meaning to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Macoviak et al (US 6,508,777). 
Macoviak et al disclose in Figure 19 a catheter for delivering angiogenic agents to an isolated biological 
space comprising an inner (1915) and outer (1917) catheter having deployable support means/sealing 
means (1997 and 1996) disposed on both the inner and outer catheters which are both in communication 
(through 1992 and 1923) with the lumens of the cathters.
